Guilty of permitting only,^ Due to the fact that the American FW's came 
from the Philippines,, the cdld weather caused much sickness. Only a small "al¬ 
lotment" of men were permitted to remain in camp with the result that only the 
most'desperately ill were excised from work (Sx. iO). The camp PW doctor said, 

"My main.complaint against him (Lt. Tanaka) was on account of his attitude to¬ 
ward sick personnel. He always/insisted that full working parties were sent 
out, irrespective of the number of men .-who were fit for .work. .... The number 
of sick personnel allowed was being continually limited, irrespective of occa¬ 
sional epidemics. .... For.'every.patient who received permission to remain in 

camp on the following day one old patient had-to be sent to the factory. ." 

The doctor submitted a report'in writing to Lt. Tanaka on 22 March.1944, des¬ 
cribing in detail the deplorable physical condition of the FW's and recommended 
an increase in’-the amount of rest (Ex. 3). Similar evidpape of the general con¬ 
dition or specific instances a-re -found in' Exhibits 5& y -'^5', ">punishmenta were . 
devised .to discourage illness" (Ex. 57); Sick were penalized by reduced' rations 
and denial of recreation (Exs.‘. 58,.-6la, 66,.67, 72, 79; R. 189, 220, 221, 228). 

Specification 5: In.late May or early"June 1945, upon returning from 
work, a number of men were called- out 1 of,ranks.

Specification 6: H. Tanaka slapped Newton wit-the same tiffle he slapped- 
Kissel, for the same reason. The JPW's had been discovered in possession of 
some scissors. .Newton, when ordered, remonstrated against striking them. Hara 
struck him one "heavy" blow with the heel of his hand, Lt. Tanaka struck with 
his fist and knocked Newton down. When Newton arose Tanaka struck one or two 
blows more. . Mizuno then pushed Newton to one side and struck Finch "a., vicious 
blow on the face," The event occurred right after a formation in front of the 
camp office (Ex. 64). This incident is corroborated by Kirkwood (Ex. 54); 

Hopkins (Ex. 72); Haynes (R, 189-190), who saw that one eye was almost closed 
and that there were lacelitions on Newton's face and stated that Hara had been 
instructed to beat him (R. 213, 229). Anderson was told of the incident by 
Newton (R. 253> 276).

Specificatibn 7s On a personal inspection of the barracks at night, • 

Lt, 'Tanaka discovered that PV' devereaux had been smoking in bed or found cig¬ 
arette ashes in a tray at his bed. Devoreaux had-been wounded in the face, and 
it was partially paralyzed, Tanaka struck him several times With a clenched 
fist and knocked him unconscious, Devoreaux "suffered for a long time after¬ 
ward. The whole barrack room saw the incident" (R. 190, 253; Exs. 49, 53a, 

56, 66), PW Newton says there were up to- a dozen blows and Devoreaux suffered 
great pain (Ex, 64 ). PW Dudman says Tanaka kicked. Devereaux in this instance 
(Ex. 68). (Probably a mistake as no one else mentions it.). Tanaka admits 
slapping some PW's for smoking in bed (R. 767). 1 

Specification 8: PW Whitely states that Jamie was found with some soap 
in his possession at-the factory. He was taken away "by guards." That evening 
"he looked thoroughly cowed and cold." and had to be helped "along to the station 
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and to the camp." He said he had been badly beaten. On return to the camp, 

Jamie was ordered to report to the office, and Whitely heard later he was 
"thrashed" again (Ex. 73). Haynes heard of the incident and saw Jamie after¬ 
ward with his face lacerated (R.190, 191). Haynes was told that Lt. Tanaka 
hit Jamie (R. 231). Anderson did not see the beating at the factory but talked 
with Jamie "that night." He was .beaten by T.. Tunak--, S. Kawai, T; Nakagawa and 
YadMwa (R, 257). Jamie was caught attempting tp smuggle out a letter about 
trading soap for eggs (R. 277).

Specification lie; The Japanese personnel of the camp were divided into 
two factions, those for and those against the camp commander. W Standish whs 
a favorite of the camp commander, often had tea with him, and was appointed perm¬ 
anent day duty officer, jtfara ahd T. Tanaka beat Standish because of his friend¬ 
ship with the camp commander in February or March of 1944, with fists and stick, 
Standish fell down and was kicked (Exs. 51, 53a, 57, 76, 83, 84). Standish said

Specification llh: Rif Rogers, Brown, and others were sick in camp in 
November, December or January,.

Kawamura made them 
stand outdoors in bitterly cold weather in their underwear or light clothing 
for some hours.. Both Rogers.and Brown collapsed. Rogers, who had tuberculo¬ 
sis, died soon afterward. Brown was unconscious.-for two hours (Kxs., 47, 51,- 
53a, 54, 55,, 55a, 56, 62, 64, 78; R. 205, 265). H. Tanaka was probably in camp 
when it happened (Ex. 52). The death certificate indicates Rogers died 15

He arranged with Tanaka for the removal of the. human 
waste which was done every day and lime was scattered around after the waste 
was removed (R, 709). When there was any delay, they were "scolded" by Tanaka, 
and finally they discontinued the work because, whenever they were unable to 
take it all, they were "scolded" (K, 710). It was stipulated that M. Kondo. 
would testify if called that he had charge of th,e removal of human waste in 
1944 and early 1945 , that, it was removed every day on all but two or three 
occasions; that on two occasions there was a threatened overflow, but he went

(R. 734). He also said that the F/P s, at noon, were only given "one bread" 
which was the Japanese'army ration, so he requested the factory to supply extra 
food for the noon meal, which they did. There was no contract with the army' to 
do this; it was solely at Tanaka 1 s request. Likewise, additional-fuel was sup-r 
plied to the camp at Tanaka's request. These requests were made frequently 
(R. 726-727).- The company, also, at Tanaka's request, spent 1000 yen to 2000 
yen per month for additional medicines for the FW's and sent a civilian doctor 
out twice a week (R. 728). The factory did not require that a certain number 
of Pff's be supplied every day (R. 734). 

U. Montani,'now in Sugamo, formerly a corporal at this Ff! camp, 
stated that Lieutenant Tanaka, in August 1944, attempted to fire Toyama for not 
fulfilling his duties. Lieutenant Tanaka was.very strict with the Japanese per¬ 
sonnel and issued strict orders not to strike or mistreat PW*s (Ex. AAA). K. 
Kawamura testified that he interceded to prevent H. Tanaka from firing Toyama 
for mistreating PVV s (R. 744-745).

The affidavits- of former PW s Albert Guilbeau, S. Stevenson, 
and Bud Lawrence Jordon, all in the case above cited, tend to establish that 
Mann was starved to death (Exs, N, 0, and P), N - 


In three photographs, one of which was T. Tanaka, the witness 
correctly identified Toyama as the perpetrator of the offense (Ex. F). Only 
one guard was present (R. 566). “ ; • 

' Hiroshi Sie, an employee of the same company for eighteen years 
as a "founder," verified all the testimony of Kagami, except as to Toyama 
kicking Joanilho about a month after the first incident. He was not present 
at that time. He also identified the picture of Toyama (Ex. G). The victim 
did not move away from the fire even though the guard who put him there went 
away for a time because he would have been treated "roughly" if he had. 

There was only one guard:there (R. 572). 

Tadashi Ao, an employee at the foundry in 1944 as a company 
guard, saw the PW "Standing in front of the fire and Toyama near by. About a 
month later, he learned that the PW had received terrible burns (R. 574). 

He did not know the guard was Toyama but heard so later (R. 579)• • Ao also saw

Defense introduced eight excerpts from prosecution affidavits 
of FW's in. the trial of US vs Kiryu, Case Docket No. 82, to show that there 
may be a mistake of identity in the perpetrator-of the beating of Raskiewicz, 
Kristopovich, and Sheehan, who: were apprehended stealing rice. There were 
maqy variations in- description, status, and rank (Exs. DD through KK). Two 
prosecution affidavits of TV/'s in the Kiryu case were introduced to show that 
T. Nakagawa did not participate in the beating of Fitzjohn and Gallegos (Exs. 

LL and MM) but that it' was someone else. The affidavit of S. Kiryu to the ef¬ 
fect that he saw Raskiewicz, Kristopovich, and Sheehan mistreated (Nakagawa, 
Specification 1) and never saw Nakagawa mistreat any FW was introduced in evi¬ 
dence (Ex. WW). Raskiewicz and Kristopovich stole sake during an air raid and 
Sheehan stole twelve.or fifteen rice balls at the same timd. It was for that 
they were beaten. M. Kobayashi stated, by affidavit, that Nakagawa was not in 
camp when Raskiewicz and Kristopovich were mistreated (Ex. XX). There was 
another company guard named Nakagawa at that camp-(R. 704).

1944* About thirty-five of the first four hundred prisoners were sick on 
arrival and were given medical attention. The sick room accojnmodated about 
twenty patients. Sick call was at about 5:00 p.m. and PW Dr. Riley then de¬ 
termined who would g6 on "light duty" (R. 435); A Japanese medical officer 
came about once a month and the company doctor, twice a week (R. 436). 

The incidents testified'to where a sick man was carried to the 
roll call and to the factory on a stretcher was where a man was taken to the 
factory for an appendicitis operation. This accused assisted H. Tanaka in 
obtaining permission to use the factory operating room (R. 436). This accused 
was also able to obtain additional supplies of medicines (R. 437). 
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; ' Accused Asakur.a was an assistant of this accused (R. 435) 

Asakura did not beat Crump (R. 437, 440). 


Accused admits slapping prisoners with the open hand op two 
occasions, one for being late for roll call, the other for failing to salute 
He does not know if it were either H, G. Stewart or Arthur.A. YJright 
(R. 437-439). 


Accused H. Tanaka,, before'the first prisoners arrived, called 
the personnel together and directed’that PWs should not be mistreated (R.

There was no rule in the camp which permitted oply a certain 
percentage of the FVU s to be absent sick ori any day (R. 440). The number 
to go to work every day was not fixed and it varied every day (Ri 441). 

(2) T. Kawamuraj - having been warned of his rights,.testified that 

he wa3 medical sergeant at the caiiip from 14 October 1944 to .1 March 1945, 
succeeding Hayashi and preceding Yamanaka. He admitted striking Lieutenant 
(Doctor) Riley twice (Kawamura, SpecificatitLQ^Jwith an open hand because 
Riley had given a PV7 some soap to take to the factory and trade with' Japanese 
for food.

He did not c'onvert any of them to his own use (Mizuno, Specification 6). Two 
boxes each were received three times, and all were distributed (R. 505-506). 

There were no boxes in stock when he left the camp (R. $06). The empty boxes 
were sometimes used by Japanese-to store clothing in'and to carry it out on 
transfer to another station;. He and Hara used such boxes, as trunks, when they 
were transferred (R; 507, 520). 

On one occasion.unpolished rice was carried to the village by PW's 
to a rice^olishing mill and returned for a meal during an inspection o£ the camp 
(R. 507-508). Accused’ lived about twenty kilometers from camp, and it is not 
true that food was carried by PW's to his home (R..5H). H« Tanaka established 
vegetable gardens in camp and this accused .got the factory to add to the ration 
of the PW’s at work there such items as vegetables and flour. He also purchased 
other vegetables v/ith money supplied by. the'company, which-was hone at H. Tanaka's 
order (R. 514). The foo'd for the camp personnel vtas entirely separate f-rpm the - *•

On 20 May 1945, while this accused was NC0 of the day, FW Waggoner 
attempted to escape by cutting off the lock of the barracks building. He was 
apprehended and held by three sentries in front of the guardhouse, and this ac¬ 
cused was called from his sleep at about 2:00 or 3:00 p.m* 'He. did not strike 
or otherwise abuse Waggoner but did make him stand in front of.the guard room 
until Lieutenant Okada came''to work about 7:30 or 8:00 o'clock. The three 
sentries were "striking" Waggoner when he arrived at the guard room after being 
awakened, and he ordered them to guard Waggoner only and no more (Hitosugi, 
Specification 1) (R. 527-528). 

On June 30, the same FW Waggoner (Hitosugi, Specification 2) was ab¬ 
sent from morning roll call. A search was conducted, and Waggoner was found the 
following morning in a room next to the kitchen. On the next day following. 
Lieutenant Okada returned from a trip to the main camp and ordered a sentence 
of thirty days' major confinement. Waggoner had a cut three inches long on his 
neck and appeared dead on discovery. He was carried to the "resting room" where 
he remained about two hours, was questioned,■and then taken in front of the guard 
room where he was bound, both hands and feet, and where he remained until 10 a.m. 
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mi'asiiig and Vf49 sent out on the search,. He‘returned for thirty minuteB in the 
afternoon of the day Waggoner Was captured and then returned-to the main camp, 
K. Kawamura was working at the main camp at the time of the Waggoner incident 
and was not-present (R. 532), 


Lieutenant Okada and this accused put v Waggoner in the guardhouse, at 
which time he showed no signs of having been beaten. FW Kissel took off the ... 
bonds when Waggoner was placed in the guardhouse. This accused also saw Waggoner 
about- three times while Ke was in the guardhouse and there were no signs he had 
been beaten. This accused at no’time beat pr. mistreat Waggoner (R. 533), and 
the camp on the 6th of "July and returned on the 9th of July to leave 
permanently on the 10th of July. He last saw Waggoner in a normal, condition be¬ 
tween-the Island 6th of July (R, 534).

This accused remembers FW Owens who, being a newspaper man, v<as se¬ 
lected- as one who could be used as a propagandist. He was not'attached to the 
camp when Okada is alleged to have broken 0wen3> arm (Hitosugi, Specifications 
3 and 4) (R, 534). He does ^qt- know pW White. As to Specification 5, Moody and 
Others, he heard about the onion stealing incident seven days after it happened, 
he did not do anyting "in particular" about it. As to Specifications 6 and .7, 
he does not recall Moody, but if Moody did violate regulations daily as he testi¬ 
fied he did, this accused may have struck him (R.. 535-536). *

He was a 
civilian guard at this camp from 28 December 1943 until 28 May 1945- He never 
acted as NCO of- the day and could not, under the rules, because he was not ari NCO 
in the army when discharged. ’ - - 

As to the Waggoner incident (T. Tanaka, Specification l), it Occurred 
long after this accused was transferred from the camp. Moody is wrong when he 
testified this accused struck Waggoner.

t As to the Owens and White incident (T. Tanaka-, Specification 4), it oc¬ 

curred long after this accused left the camp. Lieutenant-Okada, in his trial, 
took full responsibility for this incident and stated ‘no one else was involved. 



As to Matheson, accused does not deny the incident (T. Tanaka, Speci¬ 
fication 6) but points out that only two FW*s connect this accused with it, while 
Lieutenant (Doctor) Riley testified Matheson was "a bad POW" and knew nothing 
about his being punished. 

This accused denies knowing Brine or of mistreating him (T. Tanaka, 
Specification 7), or GittenB (T, Tanaka, Specification. 17)f or Coates (T-. Tanaka, 
Specification 19) concerning which he cannot go into in detail because ths dates 
are not specifically alleged or proved; or Reed and Headford (T. Tanaka, Speci¬ 
fication 20)j or McCbnnachie (T. Tanaka, Specification 21); or lowe (T. Tanaka, 

Specification-9).

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As to Cornier, he says he was beaterl in August 1945; this accused 
left the camp in Kay* He did, not do it (tv Tanaka, .Specification 10). 


This accused admits striking Spencely several hard slaps in the face 
with an open palm, Spencely had kicked Kokubo on the leg while riding on the 
train, and this accused saw the marks (T. Tanaka, Specification 11). He also 
admits slapping Jamie (T» Tanaka, Specification 13) two or three times at the 
factory for attempting to trade soap for eggs. No.one else was involved. 

As to the MacKenzie incident '(T. Tanaka, Specification 15), he does 
not-j^tll it.' Of the sight prosecution witnesses to this incident, only one, 
TiOT^the victim, says this accused was there. ' ' 


As to Haynes (T. Tanaka, Specification 16), Eley (T. Tanaka Specificatioi 
18), Kabb (T* Tanaka, Specification 22), and Broa.dbridge (T. Tanaka/Specifi¬ 
cation 23), this accused denies his participation.- He never punished anyone 
by making them hold a bucket of water and, if, as Broadbridge says,'he wa 3 beaten 
for one and one-half hours with "a wooden plank", this accused is. sure he would 
remember it, but he does not and'hence denies it. 


As to the Dube, Kissel, and Tinsley incident (T, Tanaka, Specifica¬ 
tion 2), this accused did strike Tinsley and Dube with the "paper duty roster" 
several times across the face. This was because o n'e American PW. was in the 
Biitish area against orders. . He did not 1 Strike Ki 3 s.el or Newton. He does not 
recall seeing Kawai, who was NCO present, do. so, but he may. have. 

This accused denies striking Davby (T.^.Tanaka,.-Specification 24/; .he 
admits slapping either Kirkwood or Malikin becaus'e he stole molasses, and-had it 
in his possession. (Tl Tanaka, Specification^). He'bid not strike the other. 
He^epies- the mistreatment of*Wood -(T;. Tanaka,' Specification 26), and Samuels 
(T.^Tanaka/* Specification-27). ' j* m »

As .to T. Tanaka, Specification'3, this accused denies any mistreatment 
of Moody and others involving onions» There was no garden at the' factory in' 
April 1945. Mopdy only said this accused was present and he is mistaken. 


As to T. Tanaka, Specification 5j Venable and White are alleged to 
have,been beaten because they permitted Yfiggoner to escape. This accused could 
not have participated because' he had been transferred from the camp long before 
Waggoner escaped and he did not participate. 

As to T. Tanaka,'Spacification 8 , this accused-did not beat Standish 
in February 1945, but he did slap him twice in the spring of 1944 for insulting 
Hara. It was done in the presence of and at the direction of Corpx>ral Montoni. 

This accused denies mistreating Anderson and Cornwell (T. Tanaka, 
Specification 32) and most emphatically denies mistreating Joanilho (T. Tanaka, 
Specification 12). The one who abused Joanilho was Toyama and many people knew 
it. Joanilho was mistaken in pointing out this accused. Lieutenant (Doctor) 
Riley says it was Toyama and he should know because he treated Joanilho immedi¬ 
ately zpfterward. 


As to T. Tanaka^- Specification 34, the Allen incident, thi 3 accused 
did not do it. Toyama himself admits this mistreatment of Allen and all the af- 
fidavits say he did it; the Cunningham incident this accused denies; only one 
witness.says anything about it and that on hearsay; the Allen, Connell, ahd 
Anderson incident he denies; as to the Moody incident, he recalls slapping some 
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FW at the factory for stealing oil and some FW on the way from the factory for 
stealing onions. 

As to additional Specification:-.!, this accused denies striking or 
mistreating Mann and describes all of his activities of that period, particu¬ 
larly showing he was absent from the camp for eight days after Mann was captured.

As to the Waggoner incident (Kameda, Specification 1), this accused 
gives a detailed description of his movements from 19 June 1945 to 8 July 1945, 
showing his absence from campi (inasmuch as he was acquitted of.this charge and 
his evidence involved none of the other accused, no recital thereof is necessary.) 

This accused admits slapping FW Golly not more than twice for chew¬ 
ing tar (Kameda, Specification 2). He-denies mistreating FW Connell (Kameda, 
Specification 3) and believes this is a case of mistaken identity since he has 
no scar on his face as testified by prosecution. He denies.mistreating Leighi 
and Walker, but did see them at the time testified to and touched one of them 
on the shoulder to attract his attention. 

As to Specification 5 (omnibus), this accused: 

(a) Admits slapping Anderson once or twice across the faoe for

He returned at about 11.a.m. and, after lunch, 
went out again with Ieda and did not return until 5 p.fii. on the next day when 
they saw ’Waggoner tied up in front of the guardhouse. After reporting to the 
commanding officer, he went home; returned the next-morning, took the FW!s to work 
returned in the evening and again went home.

(19) H. Tanaka, having been advised of his rights, elected to be sworn and 
testify (R. 746). He took charge of the comp on 28 December 1943 after being 
instructed by his superiors that FW s were to be treated humanely. (R. 747)• w 
He instructed his subordinates that they must not punish PIT'S two or three days 
later.(R. 750), All told, he gave such instructions sixteen or seventeen times 
(R. 760). He left this camp 5 April 1945; having concurrent duties, he returned 
many times, sometimes for a full day. On 26 April* he became commander of another 
branch camp (R. 748-749)• He met with the company officials and instructed them 
that FW *3 were not dishonorable men, as was commonly believed in.Japan, but that 
they must be respected (R.-751)1 the working hour schedule, was determined 8:00 
to 4:30 with two fifteen minute breaks and an hour for lunch.' The rest periods 
were observed (R. 752). Around the end of 1944* there was a message from Osaka 
Main'Camp that the hours be extended, but he did ndt comply. The FW medical 
officer decided who would be in work party seven for lighter labor. He was never 
overruled (R. 753).

He appointed. Standish duty officer for the British over Newton and 
others who were senior because Standish was the most trustworthy, Standish 
never reported that PV." s wore mistreated, Newton reported once that Toyama struck 
FWs. He reported Toyama's misconduct to his superior but was told to keep him 
because of personnel shortages. Standish asked to be relieved when he was mis¬ 
treated. Upton reported it first; this accused interrogated Standish; he learned 
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it to his superior. He had no authority to fire employees (R. 755-75°). In ad- .

$. Opinion 

The commission was properly constituted, was appointed by proper author¬ 
ity and had jurisdiction of the - accused and the offe : nses charged. There is noth¬ 
ing in the record to indicate that any individual accused was insane or Mentally 
incompetent the time of the co:.ij .is3ion of . the offenses or at the tine of the 
trial, liach accused contributed.to his. own defense and, with one exception, 
testified in his own behalf. They were' ably defended by competent counsel and 
the.commission conducted the trial vath most s^ccuplaiy fairness and impartiality.

Accepting the principle- that these courts are international in character and not 
bound by the decisions of the United States Supremo Court, for the purposes of 
this discussion, it is none the less, th„ better procedure to require the presence 
of the accused at all stages of his trial. Hero the co-mission minimized the error 
by limiting the evidence, during the absence of an accused, to matters not pertinent 
to Map This was a trial in com..on and not a joint trial. It may,‘therefore, bo . 
said that, technically, dt.least, each accused was -present during.his-trial. It 
is believed the error was not. prejudicial-'. The accused Anto received a sunten.ee 
of two. years and was confined on 2 ..ay 191+7. A.ccus'ed A.sakura was acquitted. 

(b) As to the findings' oh individual specifications, two or three 
merit co;: lent: 

(1) Specifications 8 and lln of H. Tanaka and Specification 13 of 
T, Tanaka: This incident involving F. Jamie -was one in which he was used as 
a-go between by Father Riley in a transaction wherein an,attempt was wade’to 
trade soap for food with*Japanese people at the factory. .P.. Janie carried Father 
ldluy's letter on, the subject and was apprehended at the factory With either the 
soap or the lotter. .Reused H. Tanaka denied participation- or coaimand rosponsi-' 
bility claiming that ho was not present in the camp at the tine. ..caused K. 
Kawanura, . in his testimony, ad; ittod slapping Father Riley in this 
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connection and stated that it was done at the order of the camp commander. Re¬ 
cord 50 and Prosecution's Exhibit 1 establish that K. Kawamura and H. Tanaka 
arrived in camp on the same day and that K. Kawamura departed four days before 
H. Tanaka. It follows that, in the incident, H. Tanaka was the camp commander 
and his conviction is sustained. — 


(2) In Specification 11c of H. Tanaka, 8 of T. Tanaka, and 1 of Hara

_ ~~ >, . FW Standish was selected by H. \Tanaka as 


sponsibility covering this offense 
the permanent day du-ty officer for the British FW's whan he .arrived in camp in 
January 1944. About a week later, he spent considerable time in the office of 
H. Tanaka one afternoon. That evening he was beaten by Hara and T; Tanaka and, 
according to Standish, he "understood that they were under the impression that 
(he) reported some of their•actions to the camp commandant." The next morning 
H. Tanaka found Standish in bed with his face "all smashed up" and asked what 
was the matter. Standish also states that-"all the guards were called in the 
camp commandant's office on that night but, to (his) knowledge, no disciplinary 
action was taken against the two guards responsible for(his) beating" (Ex. 89). 

It is obvious from the foregoing that this beating was not participated in, con¬ 
curred in, nor approved by H. Tanaka. ' It rather affirmatively appears -that both 
of the perpetrators therein did so with the purpose of preventing the camp com¬ 
mander from learning of unlawful acts. The. event Occurred within a few' weeks 
after the arrival of- H. .Tanaka and his assumption- of command, which negatives - 
the presumption that he had prior knowledge or .ahSuld-haye known, the incident 
was likely to o.pcur. Although the dates pf'seyeral instances, including this. - - . 
one, are not-.so definitely fixed that-it can.positively be said-that this’is "- 
tjj^yirst instance of" mistreatment* occurring-after* the'assumption of command 
by*H. Tanaka, it was. certainly one of, the firsthand-probably the first.** "H. 
Tanaka had received =his c6mmissip» as ah-dflicer^ohly^h fegf weeks ’ be'fbre - and. , 

had»had jiopriow command.- Far these reasons it -cariftert be said that he either* * 
lacked diligence prvcarf.bd charged‘WitJ^prior knowledge of the liK&llhood-of • 
the commission of this.offense. The gravaman of this offense is not*lhat he 
failed to take disciplinary-action against the perpetrators, but rather that h&*- 
failed to ( prevent the bpwtingl The're is his own evidence that he did attempt 
to have the guarda disciplined, and there is no evidence to refute-^it. Both 
of these items.being only collateral t®> the issue of_thegui.lt of thq.accused 
of this particular specification, the circumstagice.s are such sfS to raise a*- 
strong doubt of his guilt and warrant the disapproval of the finding of guilty 
of this specification. There is positive evidence that he did not know of the 
offense and did not condone it.' There is no evidence that he should have known 
of it or could have prevented it. 

(3). As to Specification llcc of H.’ Tanaka, the finding\of the' commis¬ 
sion, with exceptions, results in a finding which reads: 


"That at divers times between 28 December 1948 and 1 
May 1945, at or n^ar Nagoya Area Prisoner of War Qamp 
No. 2, Narumi, Honshu, Japan, the accused,-Hiroshi 
Tanaka, did. unlawfully disregard and fail to .discharge 
his duties as commander of said camp to restrain and 
control the members of his .command and persons under 
his supervision and control, from committing the fol¬ 
lowing atrocities and other offenses against Allied 
Prisoners of War: 


"cc. At divers times between December 23, 1945 
and 1 May 1945 the unlawful imposition upon 
Allied Prisoners of War of collective punish¬ 
ments, including" 


The commission by its' finding (R. 939) excepted from the specification the sev¬ 
eral descriptive phrases which identified the collective punishments, namely,. 
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ittg'of rations, etc,- In all of the specifications against all .of 'the' kddiised, 
no other person has been accused of the imposition of collective punishments, 
and none of- the subordinates of H. Tanaka or persons under his control have 
been found guilty of so doing. All of the evidence pertaining to collective 
punishments indicates that he personally may have deprived prisoners of fires 
for heating, awarded extra fatigue duty, decreased rations, etc'., but he has 
been expressly found not guilty thereof by the commission. There are a number 
of instances in which various persons under his,control beat a considerable 
n umber ^f prisoners at one time, but a diligent search of the record fails to 
■••dBlany such instance in which the prisoners thus beaten were not all a«- 
cused of some offense, which removes these instances from the category of col¬ 
lective punishments for tho offenses of aniindividual. The-'commission also, 
in its finding,,excepted from the specification the phrase,' "for offenses or 
violations alleged to have been .committed by individual PW's." The-finding 
of guilty as stated fails to find an offense and the evidence fails to sustain 
it. In view of the positive'finding that accused tiid not deprive the PW's of 
fires, give them extra fatigue duty, decrease rations, etc., the finding of 
guilty of this specification should, therefore, be disapproved. 

The. opinion of‘the Board of Review in US vs Yuki Aoki, dated 8 October 
1948 and approved by the Judge Advocate, Far East Command, is squarely in 
point. The commission in that case found an accused guilty in that he did 

"willfully and unlawfully mistreat arid abuse FW .» but, -by exceptions, 

found him not .guilty of "by confining him to tho guardhouse without food and 
blankets- .... etc." The-Board of Review said: ■ . ~ - * •

The Judge Advocate, Far East Command, said:

"I concur in the conclusions of the Board of Review that, 
by its exception to Specification 4 in the case of Shibano, 
the trial commission in legal effect found the accused not 
guilty of that specification." 


(4) , As to Specification 13 of I{. Kawamura and Specification 15--of I. 
Yadoiwa, amendment in each case is required. .These are-omnibus specifications 
which allege in each instance, that the accused at "divers' tides""between cer¬ 
tain dates did mistreat and abuse "numerous" FW's. A careful perusal of all 
of the evidence establishes only that under the omnibus specification.number 
13, K. Kawamura, that he participated,in the beating of FVf Waggoner described 
at Hitosugi Specification 2, Paragraph 3a (4), and that accuaed Yadoiwa, 
Specification 15, participated in the mistreatment of R» Tyler described at 
Sawano Specification 8, Paragraph 3a (17). 


In the case of United States vs Okubo, Case Dqcket No. 234, the 
approved review states: 


"Under Specification 4, it is alleged that 
accused 'at divers times' beat and otherwise 
abused 'numerous' prisoners. The entire evi¬ 
dence under this specification shows that on 
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. one occasion he beat Ha jor. Jones and Captain * 

Cairns.' By no stretch of imagination can this 
be considered 'divers times' nor can the two 
victims be considered to constitute 'numerous' 
prisoners.” 

Accordingly, it was recommended and approved, in the opinion referred to, that 
the accused be-found not guilty of the words> "at divers tinges,'' and of the 
word, ''numerous.” . 


In conformity with the precedence established, it is recommended

The J recornmendation that .the finding of guilty.-.of toe two specie 
'fications above'indicated should be disapproved, *<does not adversely affect 
the most exemplary fairness and impartiality with which this case was tried. 

Itr a case involving such voluminous evidence ,and so great a multiplicity of . 
specifications, it is most oommendable that in the pressure of courtroom pro¬ 
cedure only three or four out of approximately two hundred and sixty speci¬ 
fications should need revision on review.. ** 

5. Sentences ' - • - 7 - — 

Except as heretofore specifically set forth, there are no errors or 
irregularities-which adversely affect the substantial rights of the accused, 
except as to H. Tanaka, Specifications 11c and lice; K. Kawamura, Specification 
13j and I.-Yadoiwa, Specification 15. The competent admissible evidence is 
legally sufficient to sustain the findings and the sentences.. Accused were 
sentenced as follows: .

These sentences indicate.that the commission mopb carefully considered 
the degrees of''guilt of the many people involved in these offenses. A large 
number of the witnesses for the prosecution spoke favorably of several of the 
accused*, As to H. Tanaka, RY Weston stated that he was not disliked (Ex. 11); * 
m Watts said that he was strict but fair (Ex. 85); FW Standish stated that he 
ordered his guards to. turn cigarettes over to the FW's. As to Yadoiwa, PW Go^y 
stated that he^often gave cigarettes to the PW's, and when required to beat 
them, "pulled his punches." Elf Eley, said that Yadoiwa was quite a good guard. 
Accused Hafa was favorably commented" upon by FW 'Coates, who said that he Was 
generally sympathetic to the PW's; by RV Walker,' who said he was not bad; by 
FW Haynes,-who testified that he "did- as much for the-prisoners as he possibly 
could at all. times"; by FW Anderson, who testified that Hara contributed to¬ 
wards the comfort and welfare of the FW's by giving them information and warn¬ 
ing them? when there would be inspections (R,- 280). FW Golly-testified, that 
aceused Kondo was a very nice boy. and that acbused.Yamagi-shi was. ."tgjne" and V . • 
"helped us" whenever he could.- R/-Moody also-testified that accused ivondo-had 
a "good heart;."R, r -Tyler ..testified' that fiondd was well liked and the prison¬ 
ers Bg.ver had^to worry about hit "picking at* ue dr beating, us over the head,ik*. 
Ti; Haynes testified (R. - 209) that accused*Hayashiyaal^ays attempted to be Ve'ry 
fairiij and PW Joanilho testified that Haya‘sh5T"went* % out cftid g^t medicine? for * v 
• him when h^vaB in*the'hospitals" -^FW Haynes testified'that accused Sakai did '* 
. not go out of his way to .inflict guMsBrnej^sifR,- 238) and t)iat accus ed K&tbr ■*- *- 

Whs not vicious (R. 239)*-. R'i'Tyler testified that Kato "was not a bad fellow" 

(R«' 330); and RY Moody testified that Kato never started anything,. If fte*was ” 
alone with th# prisoners, JJhey would feel at ease. R/ Tyler also testified 
that accused liurase' was not too bad afljji that Maeda Was generally--liked.. FW 
Moody. testified that S.^wano, with Kato anfi-Kondo, was one &£ the beet of .the. 
guards, "a pretty nice fellow" (R. 368)- and-that ajcused Ieda, wht> was just a~- 
young boy, was "a* very fine fellow," who, in conversations with Moody during 
the time Moody was a prisoner, always was regretful that Japan and America 
were at war. Except as to accused Mizuno, none of the sentences appear to be 
excessive, the commission apparently having taken into consideration- the facts 
favorable to each accused as outlined above. 1 • 

A 3 to accused T. Mizuno, who was found guilty of four specifications 
and sentenced to eight years' confinement at hard labor, the sentence appears 
to be excessive. In none of the four instances of which this accused was con¬ 
victed is there any indication that his participation consisted of more than 
striking with the fist. In the incident involving RY's Sully and Gower, it is 
apparent that they had stolen the lunch of a Japanese workman at‘the”factory. . 

In the incident involving RV Finch, it appears that Mizuno struck him one blow 
with the fist. In the- incident involving PW-White, it appears that White had ^ 
been careless in being wasteful of rice and accused was exorcised about it at 
a time of critical food shortages. Only in-the case of tho beating of PW 
Solecki do the actions of this accusod appear to bo. without-reason, and 
even in that case Solecki was short items of clothing-on ..inspection and accused 
may well have believed that he sold or bartered them,.. 

In. opposition to these four instances of slapping or striking with the ,, 
fist, iti is noted that none of the FW's who testified spoke-of. this, accused, 
either as being of the worst or the best of the guards, which would indicate 
that he was incohspicuous and certainly not a perpetrator of vicious atroci¬ 
ties. Comparing the gravity of his offenses and sentence with -the offenses 
and sentences'of the other accused here involved-, it is indicated that a .

With respect to the allegations in Specification 15, Yadoiwa, the evidence 
established particioation by.the attcused in the .slapping, of about fifty pris¬ 
ons of war (R 316-317; E* 35)i 

As. to Mizuno 1 s sentence it is noted that abuses in which he was. a principal 
actor resulted in one prisoner being knocked completely unconscious at his 
hands: another suffered impairment of his hearing; still another received a 
perforation of the ear drum'; other mistreatments arc laid at the door of this 
accused.. Under circumstances such as these, it cannot bo established that a 
sentence of..-flight (8) years is excessive. Approval is recommended. 

Proposed alternate actions to implement these recommendations are attached.
